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Parents and others are required to carefully examine 
the above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered 
report them at once to the town clerk, that the record may 
be corrected, as it is of importance that the records of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the Revised Laws of Massachusetts, Vol. 1, Chapter 29, 
as amended by Chapter 280, Acts of 1912. 


Section 1. Physicians and midwives shall within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which 
they were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar 
of the city or town in which the birth occurred a notice stat- 
ing the date and place of birth, giving the street number, if 
any, the number of the ward in a city and the family name. 
Failure to mail or deliver the said notice shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars for each offence. 
The notice required by this section need not be given if the 
notice required by the following section is given within forty- 
eight hours after the birth occurs. 


Section 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep 
a record of the birth of every child in cases of which they 
were in charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, 
mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town 
in which the birth occurred a report of the birth, stating the 
date and place, the name, if any, of the child, its sex and 
color, and the names, ages, places of birth, occupations and 
residence of the parents, giving the street number, if there 
be any, and the number of the ward in a city, the maiden 
name of the mother, and whether or not the physician or 
midwife signing the birth return personally attended the 
birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be stated except at the request 
in writing of both the father and mother filed with the re- 
turn. The record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as 
above provided, shall also contain the facts hereby required 
to be reported to the city or town clerk. The fee of the phy- 
Sician or midwife shall be twenty-five cents for every birth 
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so reported, which shall be paid by the city or town where 
the report is made upon presentation to the city or town 
treasurer of a certificate from the city or town clerk stating 
that the said birth has been properly reported to him. The 
report required to be made by this section is in addition to 
the report required to be made by the preceding section, and 
as above provided, if made within forty-eight hours of the 
birth, the report required by the preceding section shall not 
be required. A physician or midwife who neglects to make 
and keep the record hereby required or who neglects to report 
in the manner specified above each birth within fifteen days 
thereafter, shall for each offense forfeit a sum not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars. The city or town clerk or registrar shall 
file daily with the local board of health a list of all births re- 
ported to him, giving the following facts: date of birth, sex, 
color, family name, residence, ward, physician or midwife. 
Section 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every household, within forty days after the 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the city or town in which such child is born. 
Blanks can be obtained on application to the town clerk.

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REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No child can enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. For entrance 
to the first grade this coming fall a child must be six years 
of age on or before October 1, 1932. 


No child can enter the kindergarten unless such child 
shall become five years of age on or before October 1 follow- 
ing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. For a 
child to enter the kindergarten this coming fall he must be 
five years of age on or before October 1, 1932. 


No child can enter school after October first (except by 
special permission) unless he has previously attended school 
and presents a discharge card. 


We urge that all children enter the kindergarten, as this 
is the school in which the work of the beginning of reading, 
number work, etc., is taken up. A child who enters the first 
grade without having attended the kindergarten is thus 
handicapped by not having the advantages of the beginning 
work given in the kindergarten. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of a 
contagious disease is not to return to school until such pupil 
secures a certificate signed by the school physician or by 
another physician as approved by him. The pupil is to take 
this certificate to his teacher, who will explain to him how 
to get the return-to-school permit.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The Librarian respectfully submits the forty-sixth annual 
report. 


It has been very gratifying to see how much the library 
has been used this year and it is our hope that every person 
in the town realizes that it is here to serve him. 38,458 books 
have been circulated at the main library and 4,135 books at 
South Hopedale, making a total circulation of 42,593. 639 
children attended the 9 story hours making an average at- 
tendance of 71. As shown elsewhere in this report there has 
been an increase of 267 visitors to the children’s room. 


In the closing of the South Hopedale School a deposit 
station was lost which yielded a circulation of about 500 books 
yearly. 


As has been customary the past few years, story hours 
were held during January, February and March for pupils of 
the third, fourth, and fifth grades, with a few children from 
other grades as guests. On March 10th Mrs. E. B. Nealley 
consented to be guest story teller and 110 children were 
present. 


During summer vacation three book clubs were formed 
and many of the weekly meetings were held in the Park Land. 


All of our well-illustrated editions of children’s books 
plus new fall titles were on display in the children’s room for 
Book Week, November 16 to 21. Mrs. Ayer sent her generous 
check for $25.00 with which books by outstanding children’s 
illustrators were purchased. At the request of the president 
of the Community House Woman’s Club, a display of child- 
ren’s books was given at the December meeting. 


In December the freshman class of the High School came 
to the library for the usual instruction in its use. 
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By the will of the late Mrs. Austin S. Garver, widow of 
Rev. Austin S. Garver, who was once minister of the Unitar- 
ian Church in Hopedale, we have received a large framed 
photograph of the Roman Forum which has been hung in the 
Trustees’ room. A marble bust of Psyche was also bequeathed. 
‘Mr. Clare H. Draper has very generously given the library 
242 volumes from his private library. 

Very valuable additions to our local history room this 
year were the picture of Miss Fanny Colburn Osgood with 
her distinguished golf record and medals which were pre- 
sented to us by her brother Mr. Dana Osgood. 

I would express my grateful appreciation to the Trustees 
for their help and support and to my assistants and janitor 
sincere thanks for their helpful co-operation.
